Nobel  Committee  of  the  Norwegian  Parliament,  as 
well  as  the  advisers  appointed  at  the  Norwegian  Nobel 
Institute ; (b)  Members  of  Parliament  and  Members 
of  Government  of  the  different  States,  as  well  as  Mem- 
bers of  the  Interparliamentary  Union  ; (c)  Members 
of  the  International  Arbitration  Court  at  the  Hague  ; 
(d)  Members  of  the  Commission  of  the  Permanent 
international  Peace  Bureau  ; (e)  Members  and  Asso- 
ciates of  the  Institute  of  International  Law;  (f) 
University  professors  of  Political  Science  and  of  Law, 
of  History  and  of  Philosophy ; and  (g)  Persons  who 
have  received  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize. 

The  Nobel  Peace  Prize  may  also  be  accorded  to 
institutions  or  associations.

Sampling  of  ores  or  furnace  products  and  the  reduc- 
tion and  preparation  of  sample  for  assay,  including 
also  the  melting  of  gold  dust  and  sampling  of  bar  for 
assay. 

(c.)  Qualitative  Determination: 

The  qualitative  determination  of  the  common  ele- 
ments in  ores  and  furnace  products. 

(d.)  Quantitative  Determination — Assaying: 
Bullion — Gold  bullion,  for  gold  and  silver; 

Copper  n for  copper,  gold  and  silver; 
Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold 
and  silver. 

Coal : 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur. 

Ores  and  furnace  products : 

Fire  assays — 

Gold,  silver  and  lead. 

Wet,  and  combined  wet  and  fire  assays— 

Gold  and  silver,  by  combined  method.

payment  of  the  fee  therefor  ($15.00). 


The  examination  will  consist  chiefly  of  the  practical 
assaying  of  samples,  and  while  the  Department  of  Mines 
will  provide  all  the  apparatus  and  chemicals  usually 
necessary,  it  will  not  undertake  to  provide  any  special 
or  unusual  appliances  or  chemicals  which  might  be 
called  for,  and  if  a candidate  should  require  such  he 
will  have  to  provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such  plat- 
inum ware  and  sets  of  weights  as  they  may  require,  as 
these  '"nil  r ot  be  furnished  at  the  examination. 

The  Department  of  Mines  will  make  no  charge  for 
the  use  of  chemicals  or  apparatus,  but  a candidate  will 
be  charged  for  all  breakages  or  unnecessary  loss  caused 
by  him.

Ale  APPLICATIONS  to  Parliament  for 
Private  Bills  shall  be  advertised  by 
a notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  clearly  and 
distinctly  stating  the  nature  and  objects  of  the 
application  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  appli- 
cants with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the 
same.  For  an  Act  of  incorporation  the  name  of 
the  proposed  company  shall  be  stated.  If  the 
works  of  any  company  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for 
the  general  advantage  of  Canada  the  same  shall  be 
specifically  mentioned  in  the  notice  and  a copy  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to 
the  clerk  of  each  county  or  municipality  which  may 
be  specially  affected  by  such  works,  and  also  to 
the  secretary  of  the  province  in  which  such  works 
are  or  may  be  located ; and  proof  of  such  service 
of  notice  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declara- 
tion. 

In  addition  to  the  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette 
aforesaid  a similar  notice  shall  be  published  in 
some  leading  newspaper,  as  follows :

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

4 LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
A properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  “British  North  America 
Act,  18(17,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge, 
the  making  of  a Railway.  Tramway,  Turnpike 
Koad,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour, 
Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work; 
the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorpora- 
tion of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any 
exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which 
in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  pro- 
perty of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, 
— shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  loca- 
tion of  the  work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicants,  such  notice  to  be  published  as 
follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect- 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  near- 
est District  in  which  a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  he  continued  in  each  case 
for  a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the 
interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
Petition,  and  copies  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House,  to  be  filed  amongst  the  re- 
cords of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall 
be  received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten 
days  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill 
be  presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Rule  shall 
be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the  same  has 
been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof  at  a 
previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Pri- 
vate Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the 
House.  And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  Petition 
has  been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees 
required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the  House 
shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person  seek- 
ing to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of 
such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  the  notices  pub- 
lished. At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the 
applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
house  a sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a 
copy  of  the  Bill.  Petition  and  notices  shall  not 
have  been  so  deposited  in  the  nands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition 
has  not  been  presented  within  the  first  ten 
days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hudnred  dollars.  If  the 
Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half  of 
the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

00.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
Toll  Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  per- 
son or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such 
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Bill  shall,  upon  giving  tin*  notice  prescribed  b.v 
rule  51),  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner,  Rive  notice  of  the  rales  which  they  In- 
tend to  ask,  the  extent  of  tin*  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and 
vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether  they  in- 
tend to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not,  and  tin* 
dimensions  of  the  same. 

til.  All  Private  Hills  for  Acts  of  Incorpora- 
tion shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relat- 
ing to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Hills: — Special  grounds  shall  be  established 
for  any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle, 
or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as 
to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Hill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de- 
parted from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed  in 
accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  re-cast  by 
the  promoters  and  re-printed  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems. 
on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each 
page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by7Vj 
inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal  number 
every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the  numbering  of 
the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but 
the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered 
separately.  Two  lnmdrel  copies  of  each  Bill 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend- 
ments are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted 
by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April, 
1001,  (see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model 
form  of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills 
incorporating  railway  companies  are  to  be 
drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which 
are  not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be 
inserted  between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  bo 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be 
clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for 
the  same.

DOMINION  ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL.

AT  TIIE  GOOVEIINMENT  HOUSE  AT 
OTTAWA. 

Friday,  the  4lh  day  of  September,  190S. 
PRESENT  : 

IIIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  DEPUTY  GOV- 
ERNOR-GENERAL IN  COUNCIL. 

ON  a Report  dated  21st  August,  1908,  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
grazing  leases  heretofore  granted  covering  Domin- 
ion Lands  in  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  provide  that  the  whole  or  any 
portion  of  the  leaseholds  shall  be  open  to  homestead 
entry,  pre-emption  entry  and  purchase. 

The  Minister  slates  that  it  has  been  represented 
that  certain  tracts  of  land  held  under  lease  are  uot 
suitable  for  agricultural  purposes  and  that  stock- 
men are  being  seriously  inconvenienced  by  settlers 
within  their  leaseholds  leaving  gates  open  and 
fences  down. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  with  a view  to  over- 
coming this  difficulty  and  furnishing  reasonable 
protection  to  the  ranchmen,  recommends  that, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  lessee,  he  be  authorised 
to  cancel  the  lease  or  leases  now  in  existence  of 
such  leaseholds  as  have  been  inspected  by  an  officer 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  to  grant  a 
new  lease  for  such  portions  thereof  as  are  reported 
by  such  officer  to  be  unoccupied  and  unsuitable  for 
agricultural  purposes,  for  such  term  as  is  proper 


under  the  circuinslaiiceM,  and  containing  with  (he 
exception  of  the  condition  numbered  8 in  the  form 
of  lease  now  in  existence  all  the  provisos,  terms 
and  conditions  contained  in  such  form,  and  also 
containing  a proviso  for  its  cancellation,  either  in

5.  On  the  first  day  of  February  and  on  the  1st  day 
of  September  in  each  and  every  year,  being  the  last 
day  of  the  current  half-year,  shall  he  held  a general 
meeting  of  the  Society.

Upon  the  ballots  being  counted,  that  candidate  for
